12 - According 
to the most accurate estimate of the 
estate of Mrs. Chadwick that is possi­ 
ble, before the receiver has investi­ 
gated her assets and reported his find­ 
ings to the court, her creditors as a 
whole will receive about 1 % mills on 
the dollar. 
What lends additional in­ 
terest to this showing from the credi­ 
tors’ standpoint, is that one man, Iri 
Reynolds, will receive the whole of 
the assets visible at the present time. 
There may be funds In reserve some­ 
where, as there may be additional 
creditors who have not yet announced 
that Mrs. Chadwick 
Is indebted to 
them, but it Is not expected by bank­ 
ers and attorneys oi this city, who 
have the greatest knowledge of her 
affairs, that any more large loans will 
be developed. 
The extent of her operations is now 
believed to be approximately as fol­ 
lows: 
Secured 
from 
Citizens 
National 
bank of Oberlin and various sources in 
and about Ixirain county, Ohio, $500, 
000; borrowed from Herbert I). New­ 
ton, $190,000; borrowed from business 
man in Pittsburg. $500,000; total, $1,- 
190,000. 
Against this stands security 
of known value on one note amounting 
to $1,800, which Is held by Iri Rey­ 
nolds. 
The amount of money received by 
Mrs. Chadwick in Pittsburg may run 
as high as $800,000, but it is believed 
that a portion of this sum is a bonus 
promised by her for an original loan 
of at least $500,000. 
Her creditor 
there figures that she is indebted to 
him for the larger amount, while hIic 
has admitted that she owes him $500,* 
000. 
If her debt in this direction Is 
$800,000 the probability in sight of the 
creditors Is about one and one fifth 
mills on the dollar. 
It is not believed 
by any of the attorneys in the case 
that the “Carneóle” securities will be 
of any account whatever. 
If they do 
at any time reveal value other than 
that of so many cents per pound of 
white paper, the delight of the lawyers 
will 
be 
comparable 
only 
to 
their 
amazement, and just now they are 
anticipating neither pleasure nor as­ 
tonishment. 
The case of Mrs. Chadwick was this 
morning brought I 
ore the grand Jury 
of Cuayhoga county. 
The investiga­ 
tion will extend only to the alleged for­ 
geries of the Carnegie notes, ami a re­ 
port from the Jury ia expected not 
later than Tuesday. 
It Is the opinion of some of the lead­ 
ing attorneys of Cleveland 
that a 
charge of forgery cannot be made to 
hold in connection with these notes. 
They declare It Is not an act of forgery 
for one person to write the name of 
another, but that the offense lies in 
the attempt to negotiate such a signa­ 
ture for a specific value. 
This, they 
say, thero is so far no evidence that 
Mrs. Chadwick has done. She has not 
sold or attempted to sell the notes for 
cash. She has not said that she would 
be glad to obtain money in exchange 
for them. 
She has obtained money from vari 
ous sources on the statement of Iri 
Reynolds that she. to the best of his 
knowledge and belief, held securities 
of a certain value, and whether he 
proves correct or otherwise In his val­ 
uation ot the notes, there can be no 
doubt that Mr. Reynolds believed what 
lie said. There nas been, according to 
the attorneys, no evidence so far elicit­ 
ed showing that Mrs. Chadwick ob­ 
tained money on these notes In any 
other manner than through the attes 
tation of Iri Reynolds that he had seen 
the notes and considered them good. 
If any man loaned 
money to Mrs. 
Chadwick according to the strength of 
his belief in the ability of Mr. Rey­ 
nolds to judge accurately of the value 
of securities, then the affair, according 
to the attorneys who hold this view 
of the ease, is one that rests only be­ 
tween that man and his own hard luck 
Other charges may be brought home 
to her, they declare, but in their opin­ 
ion, it will be somewhat difficult to 
punish her for forgery in connection 
with the Carnegie notes unless it can 
be shown that she endeavored to ne­ 
gotiate them. 
This apparently is the 
opinion of the Lorain county grand 
jury, which failed to return an indict­ 
ment against her. 
The loan of $800,000 said to have 
been received fey Mrs. Chadwick in 
Pittsburg or from a man residing in 
that city, is declared to have been 
made to her 
by a multi-millionaire 
manufacturer of that city. Mrs. Chad­ 
wick in discussing this statement de­ 
clares that she did owe him $500,000, 
hut not $800.000, as had been claimed. 
Secretary Iri Reynolds of the Wad« 
r a r k bank declares that bis Implicit 
belief In the statements made to hint i 
by Mrs. Chadwick in which she da 
clared herself to be the daughter oi 
Andrew Carnegie, was the lmpelliaj 
cause of his financial dealing with ht*\

Mr. ReynolG\ I 


"that she was the Illegitimate daugh­ 
ter oí Andrew Carnegie, and I believed 
her. 
I never doubted her story until 
0 » the occasion of my last visit to 
New York, when Mr. Squire came to 
me and declared tlmt ail the securities 
she had given me as the notes or An­ 
drew Carnegie were worthless. 
It was 
only then that 1 doubted her.

deemed tt my duty to protect her In 
the story of lier birth as she had given 
it to me 
1 never once doubted her 
until I was shown that the securities 
she gave me were worthless.

When she told me the 
story of being the daughter of Andrew 
Carnegie, her husband, Dr, (’had wick 
was present and he believed the story 
a» I did. 
The stories of her giving 
large sums of money to her husband 
are false 
He is now in Europe, and 
Is penniless "

of debate each day alter 2 o’clock. 
Many Democratic senators are oppos 
ed to the bill, hut the best Informa­ 
tion obtainable is that there will be no 
general debate on the Philippine ques­ 
tion, as they consider the passage of 
the bill a foregone conclusion. 
They 
will devote their efforts to securing a 
modification of some of the provisions 
which they regard as especially ob­ 
noxious, giving special attention to the 
bond and 
the Chinese immigration 
clauses. 
After the vote on the Philippine bill 
on Friday the senate will adjourn un­ 
til the following Monday, and It is con­ 
sidered doubtful whether much more 
business of general importance will be 
then undertaken until after Christmas, 
as many senators have already an­ 
nounced their intention to leave for 
home immediately after the vote on 
the Philippine measure,

VANDALIA TAX SUIT 


Old Complaint Amended and State 
Asks for a Receiver. 
Indianapolis, Dec. 12.—The reopen­ 
ing of the famous Vandalia railroad 
tax case has again called attention to 
the persistent and vigorous fight of 
ex-Attorney General W. A. Ketcham 
against that corporation. For years he 
has been trying to force the road to 
pay an immense sum to the common 
school fund of the state. 
Shortly be­ 
fore his term as attorney general ex­ 
pired he had the legislature enact a 
law authorizing him to continue the ac­ 
tion as the representative of the state 
and providing that he should have IO 
per cent of the amount collected. 
He 
secured judgment for nearly a million 
dollars in the superior court of this 
county *nd in the supreme court of 
the state, but the United States su­ 
preme court reversed the decision, 
holding that the state could not re­ 
cover inasmuch as the legislature had 
not made an investigation 
of the 
road's business as was provided. Mr. 
Ketcham was not defeated, however, 
and he is now after the road again, 
having filed a complaint alleging that 
the road prevented legislative action 
by bribery and therefore that it is not 
entitled to defense on ground put by 
the United States court. 
The action 
is especially Interesting because some 
charges of bribery are made against 
four men who were members of the 
legislature ’way back in 1869. 
The 
contest over the million will now be 
watched with more interest.
